The route 
would connect with the New York- 
Atlanta service, which goes into op- 
eration this fall. 

Bids will be opened August 18. The 
proposed Atlanta-New Orlean: route 
is expected to be in operation about 


November 1 and will establish a con- 
tinuous air line connection between 


Roston and New Orleans The deci- 


cision to put in operation such a serv- 
ice was made after a conference at 
Birmingham of W. Irving Glover, 
second assistant postmaster general, 
with representatives of bnsiness or- 
ganizations from New Orleans, Mo- 
bile and Birmingham. Stops would 
be made at Birmingham and Mobile. 

Four of the 12 federal reserve banks 
—Boston, New York, Philadelphia and 
Richmond—and two of the 12 federal 
reserve branch banks—Birmingham 
and New Orleans—are located on the 
route. 

In order to hook tn with the At- 
lanta-New Orleans flying schedule it 
will be necessary to light only 60 
miles of the route between the Ala- 
bama state line and Atlant: for night 
flying during the sho-: winter days. 

The schedule worked out by the 
air mail service provides for planes 
to leave New Orleans daily at 3:45

Washington, July 18.—(United 
News.)—Action of the U. S. marines 
in the battle of Ocotal in which sev- 
eral hundred Nicaraguan rebels were 
reported killed, was defended today 
by Secretary of State Kellogg. One 
marine was killed and two others 
wounded in the engagement. = 

In a letter replying to a protest 
filed by William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
Kellogg characterized the rebel lead- 
er, General Sandino, and his followers 
as “bandits” and “common outlaws, 
who “do not have the politi-al sup- 
port and approval of any of the lead- 
ers of either of the political parties in 
Nicaragua.” 

But, in the opening session of the 
Pan-American labor congress, Salmon 
De La Selva, representative of the 
Nicaraguan Federation of Labor, in 
iected the subject into the discussions 
in a bitter and fiery speech. 

Attacks Marines. 

De La Selva declared that unless 
the U. 8S. marines were withdrawn’ 
from Nicaragua within a short time . 
they would have to destroy the entire™™ 
population of the country. 

Following an afternoon session 
marked by spirited debates, Central 
American delegates to the Pan-Ameri- 
can labor conference met informally 
tonight to draft a resolution protesting 
against the latest Nicaraguan blood- 
shed. 

Although introduction of such a 
resolution was blocked today because 
no committee on resolutions has yet 
been designated at the conference, it 
will receive preferential consideration 
at the Tuesday session through a mo- 
tion presented by Luis Morones, Mex- 
ican secretary of commerce and labor, 


which was adopted by the delegates. 
The first word of the battle was 


received at the state department in a 
delayed cable from American Minister 
Eberhardt, stating: 

“Sandino, with far superior num- 
bers, is reported to have attacked the 
87 American marines and Nicaraguan 
national guard at Ocotal early yes- 
terday morning (July 16) and to have 
suffered a decisive defeat after some 
16 hours’ fighting when our airplanes 
made the rout complete, marines los- 
ing one killed and two badly injured.

This move- 
ment is repeated at the rate of 12 
to 15 times a minute until the breath- 
ing is restored or possibility of resto- 
ration is given up. Never give up 
until you have kept the artificial res 
piration going at least half an hour 
Never interrupt’ the regular move 
ment ever for a few seconds in order 
to move the body anywhere or permit 
other treatment. These last two cau- 
tions are almost as important as the 
immediate application of the method

The text of Governor Hardman’s 
second message Monday to the Georgia 
general assembly, in full, follows: 

“Having expressed in my first mes- 
sage to you my confidence in your 
ability and your desire of cooperation, 
I come now to express my apprecia- 
tion and gratitude for the rapid and 
harmonious action that you have 
taken in coming together and electing 
the respective officers of the two de- 
partments of legislation, viz.. the house 
and the senate. Also for the rapidity 
and cooperation manifested in ar- 
ranging and appointing the committees 
of the respective branches of legisla- 
tion. I also commend the activity and 
interest that is apparent in the or- 
ganization of these committees and the 
work that is put forth and the prompt 
handling of the measures that have 


been offered or presented looking to 
the better legislation that will pro- 
vide and encourage progress. effi-' 
clency and economy in all of the de 
partments of government of the state 
and the interests that this common: 
wealth fosters. 


“You have now consumed almost | 
half of the entire session of the pres- | 
ent term of the general assembly, and 

wish to commend to you for your 
consideration in more detail some of 
the problems which I desire should be 
solved during the present session of 
the legislature. I recognise that a 
body which is composed largely of new 
members cannot so readily handle the!
